C ONCORD among most of the In¬ 
terested parties seems to confirm

, government's new forest biology lab-

From educational ahd geographic 
points of view, the university is re- 
J garded as a more suitable site than 
• Bums'de Road which was originally 
i chosen for the new laboratories be- 
* fore the university’s campus was ex- 
• tended to the former army camp at 
} Gordon Head. 

I The suggestion made by the 
t Saanich reeve is that the university 
i should lease two or three acres to the 
* federal government for the new 
* $500,000 buildings. The federal of- 
» fleer in charge of the biology depart- 
I ment has indicated that he has no 
* objections, while the acting president 
1 of Victoria University welcomes the 
suggestion. 

In'support of the liaison of the 
• university and the federal forestry 
k service is the fact that aenpaa Canada 
I Klich federal biology tabei^tortea 

’ have been built recently on various 
nversity grounds, inducting four on 

• the UBC campus at Vancouver 
• While these federal laboratories 
1 are not directly connected with the 
J universities, they mingle well and are 
i in many ways complementary. The 


universities like to have forestry ex¬ 
perts in their midst, and their help 
in various university seminars could 
be Invaluable. In addition a forest 
laboratory on the campus could go a 
long way to encouraging the estab¬ 
lishment of a faculty of forestry— 
surely a natural for Victoria—and 
thus take a positive step to support 
the university's recent acquisitions of 
extra lands. 

It is also pointed out cogently that 
around the university campus there 
is still sufficient unimproved land to 
make an Ideal site for the develop¬ 
ment of a tree nursery that is usually 
regarded as a necessary adjunct to 
a research laboratory’. 

It is to be hoped that the federal 
government and the university coun¬ 
cil will realize the mutual advantages 
of getting together on this project 
and that negotiations for the estab¬ 
lishment of the laboratories will not 
be unnecessarily delayed. 

The Gordon Head land has been 
set aside from all other-purposes by 
the lo -al authorities a* a centre fee 
education, rqggarch and culture, and 
Um support of the city and the muni- 
el p#lmrx ha* been backed by the pub¬ 
lic of the diatrict, who have in the 
past two years given generously of 
their money that Victoria may have 
a university worthy of a capital city.

AMES MONTGOMERY (117118541 
would Jokingly say to hla .friend* 
that “he had narrowly escaped being an 
Irishman." He waa of Ulster-Scottish 
parentage. 

After many adventures Montgomery 
settled into newspaper work at Sheffield, 
where he was destined to become one of 
that city's moat notable citizens. 

Montgomery never married. He seems 
to have been a lonely man. in spite of 
being a favorite with the public. His 
health frequently gave cause tor anxiety, 
lor he waa subject to fits of despond 
oncy. 

It Is interesting to note that John Wes- 
fey had reached the age of 68 when James 
Montgomery was born. It was as though 
another hymn writer was provided to 
take up the torch ot the Wesfoys.

It is also the reason why nations 
don't live at peace; that la plain enough. 
Some of them covet the souls and pos¬ 
sessions of others. They are envious. 


There Is much honest goodwill In 
the wrorld that helps lo offset this 
penchant tor belittling the attainment* 
of others, either Inherited or acquired. 
But we are all prone nevertheless to 
qualify success, to withold credit 
where It Is due. to look for a (suit 
rather than admit merit ungrudgingly, 
or td take secret delight in dim 
mlng the preftlge of someone grown 
prominent.

peaceful co-existence as a policy which 
actively promotes 'national liberation 
wars." permits civil war. but avoid* 
nuclear war and “local war*." In hla 
own mind these categories may be 
splendidly distinct; to the world at 
large, the distinctions are much less 
clear. 

* * * 

Surely a "national liberation war" 
could all loo easily turn into a "local 
war" which could then turn into total 
nuclear war. 

Moreover, In Mr. Khrushchev's 
view nuclear war la to be prevented 
not by negotiation and diplomacy, but 
by "intense economic, political and 
Ideological struggle against Imperial¬ 
ism." At the same time, Soviet Russia 
will Increase lta military might—on 
the alleged ground that "the imperial¬ 
ists are continuing the arms race." 

There are very many people in the 
world who sincerely want peo<-eful 
solutions of outstanding problems, 
better relation* between Ihe Commun¬ 
ist bloc and the non-Communtst world, 
qultk progress towards genuine inde¬ 
pendence for all people, a united effort 
to combat hunger and poverty in 
underdeveloped area*. Those people 
can only find Mr. Khrushchev's Idea 
of "peaceful co-existence" deeply die 
couraglng and even alarming. 

♦ * * 

Western leader* share in these 
hopes and fears. Yet they must still 
work on the assumption that Mr. 
Khrushchev la capable of realism Ilia 
report paint* a nightmare world of 
unreal abstractions —-"imperialist*," 
"oppressed peoples" and the like. 

Mr. Khrushchev has talked with 
Mr. Macmillan: he knows well that Mr. 
Macmillan is no "imperialist," and la 
on terms of friendship with a number 
of African and Avian nationalist lead¬ 
er*. Equally. Mr. Khrushchev has met 
some of these leaders: he must know 
that thby much prefer to achieve na¬ 
tional independence by peaceful means 
rather than through destructive "na¬ 
tional liberation ware" which might 
leave them Soviet satellites 

Mr. Khrushchev's definition of 
peaceful co-existence threatens Ih# 
world with a long-period of wasteful 
and nerve-wracking political and econ¬ 
omic warfare, perhaps worse. Yet so 
long as the Soviet leader con discrim¬ 
inate between the abstractions of Com¬ 
munist doctrine and the living realities 
of ihe world today, it la worth while 
working lor something belter.

BMsIKDINO HEART — tK.V, 
Happy Valley'. Dlcentra spectablis, 
the bleeding heart, is a gland plant, 
doing especially well in rather moist 
soil In partial shade. The older 
varieties, though, have one fault 
they remain In bloom for such a very 
abort period of the year. From tha 
first flower until the last of the llttla 
Valentine lockets wither, three weeks 
Is shout the best you can expect 

For this reapon. It la best in plant 
a new hybrid variety called “Bounti¬ 
ful,’’ which blooms from spring 
almoal into July, after which It takes 
a short rest, then puts out Its grace¬ 
ful sprays of flowers again In tha 
fall. 


should have bloomed this winter. 
This subject should always be pruned 
In the spring, after flowering has 
finished. 

The pruning of winter jasmine 
Is quite simple. Each shoot which has 
borne flowers is shortened to within 
two leaves of Its base. In addition to 
this routine pruning. I always cut 
away one complete main branch 
every year—the oldest branch on the 
plant. Some flowers are sacrificed In 
this way. It la true, but it makes for 
a complete renewal of the whole 
plant every few years. 

It has been my experience that 
this plant, like the rlrmatis. enjoys a 
couple of slabs at flat atone over its 
roots. 

PANSIES INI) VIOLAS 'MM. 
Victoria'. It Is net true that pansies 
and vlolaa must be grown In shade. 
In our root climate, they perform 
murh better In full sun as long as 
the soil Is' not permitted to dry nut. 
Work plenty of compost, rotted 
leaves or old manure into the plant- 
Ing site to make the soil more 
moisture-retentive. Plants grown 
from seed sown this spring should 
bloom from July until lata fall.

Reginald Rose's “Black Monday'' 
la the first original play done on 
“Play of the Week” and It la certainly 
the most Interesting dramatic work 
by an American thia year. The theatre 
has not come up with anything at 
ambitious or aa well written—not by 
an American, anyway—and neither 
have the movie palaces. 

“Black Monday" la the story of a 
single day the day of Integration - 
in a southern town. Mr. Rose keeps 
restarting hta action at the same 
moment In time In each of hi* three 
acts, each time from the viewpoint of 
e different character—a marvellously 
interesting device. 

There are violence, brutality, 
heroism, sentiment and aome fine 
scenes In the play.

end of the play.

There mre cooks arul cook*. 

There are high-hatted chef a 
and haah-alingera. Somewhere in 
between comet the aurcey cook. 
Through hit ability to cook , he 
found a life that wot a releaae for 
him in the wilderness. which might 
be an etcape. and one in which ha 
could happily perform hit duties. 
These were not too exacting. Ha 
hotI to bake , boil and fry suffk- 
cient food for 25 men, summer 
and winter, hit working hours 5 
a.m. to 10 p.m., mostly in a tent 
orer a tin store. 

In the early days, the seasons were 
long —eight month*. Supplies ordered 
months in advance were limited to what 
would keep . , . flour, heavily cured 
pork, beans, rice, dried fruit. Very little 
tin-stuff was carried — bluenoae butter, 
reindeer condensed milk. 

Once I brought a roar of moUsm, wtib 
pressed ltd* The horse on which it waa parked 
resented It, and by the lime he su. xs edXl la 
burking it off. he was renamed Mcilaooee and 
the romp Molasses Camp. Canned goada were 
not popular. 

Flour provided the staff of life. especiaBy aa 
each man carried hie lunch in saiidadcbca. 
Twenty five pounds ot (lour had to he rooked 
each day. This waa not tatfflrult in summer, bat 
In winter dough was prepared at night and set 
In a tin container with a candle and covered with 
horse blanket* flood home made" bread waa 
prodweed, solid, not Hull To meet emergency, 
bannock could be prepared rapidly. 

On one Winter expedition, police arrested my 
cook, who had brea try Ing to lose himself In I ha 
wilderness. 

One of the men volunteered to lake over the 
Job. claiming to have had experience. He had 
been critical ol the former cook, especially for 
the lark of pie. The first night he prutfcjced pie 
tor supper . . . fortunately his last al tempt Ilia 
bannock had the consistency ol whetstone. It 
was a very cold winter and our lunch bannock 
was froien. One of the men was sent ahead ta 
start a fire, break the bannock with an axe and 
try to thaw the fragment* 


veteran frontier engineer 


I HAD A COOK one year from the Tukoa 
who made sourdough biead. Dough had to be 
preaerved from day to day and the cook carried 
it himself, on move* We had to make a ford 
over Porcupine River. The current waa strong 
and the cook was carried oft his feet . . . but he 
held the pad ol deugb above water till he waa 
re* ■vied 

There were excellent camp cooks, often the 
hstdest working man in camp. They could pro¬ 
duce satisfactory meals with the same materials 
that an Inadequate one would claim as aa 
excuse for incompetence: "What can I cook? 
I ain't got nothin'!** 

If used to be mid that for a man ta be a 
camp cook, hr had to be peculiar. Tkry were 
often difficult to handle and had to be humored. 
The chiel could give orders but it depended oa 
the cook whether or not the camp was a happy 
one Meals were the only break In the monotony 
of work, doy after day, roaruh after month. 

Some cooks were generous, others stingy. 


One very excitable Frenchman would rush fa 
my lent shouting, “Them pigs eat 10 loaves of 
bread, three pounch of butter, all my jam and 
ail my cakes.” His all was not very much. 

The cook usually had an assistant, known aa 
"cookee.” In large camps there might be a 
bull cook who did the outside work, providing 
wood, water and dstng other chore* A good 
rookee could make camp life easier by starting 
fires in the morning and having them lit when 
the men returned at light and drawing water 
lor each tenL 

We had a taxy one, snejrip. 

The rook saw kia helper mending the seat 
at his pacts and said in dUgust: I've travelled 
w Ith surveys many years but you are the first 
I seen who worn out the seat of his pants.” 


I HAVE l*8ED native cooks from nrcessltjk 
They are al home in the wilderness but have 
little imagination or knowledge of the rtflna* 
menu of Cooking. When they understood what 
constituted a meal, that appeared for each and 
every one. To attempt to suggest vus ad 
Just confused (hem. 

I had S very cheerful Eskimo rook who Id 
lowed the custom of his people, “One ruts wka 
hungry of what one has." A bill of fare tm 
fixed meal hours did not enter into his tiasa 
sf duties. 

One year I waa using Indians as uieraaa. 
They arrived in batches and for a time They 
ate ae though starving, with knife, fork and 

bands. 

The cook would appeal lo me: “I can't feed

Canada's curling rinks i cill be filled this season with voting curlers attempting 
to pulverize their opponents with the rock-busting tactics that have reigned supreme 
in the last two Brier playdoicns. •* 


This year at Fort William, as in 1959 at-Quebet- City, the old formula was mixed with new ingredients by a quartet of youngdero 
from Regina to 'louse the flaming hopes of their opponents in their quest of the fabulous Brier Tunkatd and the Canadian Curling 
Championship. 


The Richardsons, whether un¬ 
wittingly or not. had dusted all an 
•M Saakatch wn style of play 
known as the running game and 
made It pay oft something which 
other rinks fr»m tho great grain 
province of the prairies had pre 
vlously been unsble to do. 

This cannon ball type of play 
had been bo. n ol desperation In 
Saskatchewan in the early days of 
alkali ter when it was found aafer 
to hit than draw on such a treach 
oroua surface. 

But the exponents of this style 
had always suffered Ignominious 
defeat on the usually keen Brier Ice 
when they carried the proud colors 
of their province. 

“Hellfire" Joe Hnarlwell of Rose- 
town was the llrst standard-bearer 
from Saskatchewan. Joe's rock¬ 
hasting tactics at the Toronto Gra¬ 
nite Club In 1928 where there were 
no scantlings dividing the Ice lanes, 
created one of the major hassles 
In Brier play. One of his rifle shots 
was thrown so ha id that when It 
ricocheted otf an opposing atone 
It started a chain reaction of rock 
hitting rock on adjacent sheets. So 
great was the havoc that Brier 
officials 01 dried the end replayed 
In three of the games concerned. 

A subsequent string of fast rock 
artists, such as Lea YoungMon. 


Johnny Franklin. George Shaw 
and others, represented Canada's 
moat curling-minded province in 
the years following. 

But not until more than a quar¬ 
ter century of crying In the curl¬ 
ing wilderness did the famous 
Campbells of Avonlea emerge as 
the first to have Saskatchewan's 
name engraved on the Tnnkaid. 
That occurred in 1955 before a 
Brier-starved hometown crowd of 
54 000 at Regina where, incident¬ 
ally. thcTampbells used the quieter 
chap and Ue game lo good effect. 

HOH DID THEY DO IT? 

Why then could the Richardsons, 
with old ammunition In the form 
of a strategy that had never paid 
Brier dividends, be so surpri-ingly 
successful in demolishing all op¬ 
position not once but twice In 
Canadian competition? There are 
several valid reasons. First, they 
have the horses. Every man Jack 
of them from Skip Ernie lo lead 
Wei can hit accurately on almost 
any type of Ice. Earlier Saskatche¬ 
wan foursomes had one or two 
weak links In their hitling chain. 
Secondly, these Regina lads can 
draw. If you miss a take-out against 
them there's another stdrte In the 
house pronto! Thirdly.’ they can 
sweep and how they can sweep! 


Their brooms literally pound the 
ice into aubmisstonJIecond man 
Garnet claims he and Wes can 
suck a alow draw eight fret farther 
Into the rings. 

After watching this merciless 
machine over some eighty hours 
of play. I have seen a front end 
who can hit anything In sight wilh 
obliterating force, s third man 
who with a beautifully balanced 
slide delivery can negotiate the 
finer ahots: and a skip with the 
“guts" of a burglar who ran play 
any shot In thr book as well as 
being one of the great tee readers 
and strategists of the game 

This combination atone fa hard 
to beat but Ernie Richardson's 
strategy leaven spectators of the 
old school gasping in sheei amaze 
roent. True to the ancient Sastrut 
chewan tradition he rrfus.es fo 
lake a single point if he has Iasi 
rock. Hr deliberately blanks the 
end and waits fur a chance Jo score 
a brace or more in the early ends. 
In a close game with a lea red 
opponent Ernie will purposely 
blank odd ends las early as the 
third) lo have last rock on even 
ends. In addition, he shows no com 
punction about ordering hia lead 
alone* through the rings if the 
opponent shows any signs of try¬ 
ing to freeze to his stones in an 


attempt In build an end This is 
particularly true If he enjoys a lew 
points lead 

The Richardsons have ridue.d 
curling strategy to a purr mathe¬ 
matical scimtce. A rock in from is 
unceremoniously removed. A guy id 
is rammed through onto thr shot 
rock to smash them both out of 
play. The champions npeiaie on a 
theory lhat refuses to coneede^ihe 
right of an opponent to hide hi* 
Stones or place them in a Inulum 
where a fluke could aflecl thr out¬ 
come of an end or the game. 

It was unfortunate that this re¬ 
lentless Regina machine had to la¬ 
the first Canadian champions to 
invade the quiet sanctity of ihe 
Scots' draw game In the first inter¬ 
national Seotrh Cup Series lust 
year. Their robust rock and roll 
tactics had a mesmerizing eft.-ct 
on the Scots' representatives ai d 
stunned them completely

CAMP COOKS are usually Individuals not 
a rtau Many have taken the Job as an escape 
from Htv life Six or eight months in the 
open ait away from ihe bright lights does 
them a world of good hut on their return with 
a fat cheque they are often welcomed by the 
wrong kind of friends. 

A very fine cook I had for some years 
would usually wire me shortly after his te- 
turn: "Send me *50 Am in Jail." 

Il was a sad ending lo a fine episode In 
Sbeir lives. For though the chief could give 
orders. It was th* cook who gave the atmos¬ 
phere of home to the camp. Cooks knew this 
and took satisfaction from Ihe fact he was a» 
Important man among men. On a survey In 
the wilderness, money had no value but | a 
man had to earn his standing in the iillle 
community. Reward on the return to camp 


alter a long, weary tramp through muskeg 
or deep snow, was a well-organized cook tent. 


MEALTIME in camp was a lime to eat. 
net talk. In large tallway and lumber ramps 
there was a rule: "NO TALKING." 

Attentive rookces saw to it that food was 
in reach of all. In such camps il was recog¬ 
nized that pies and cakes were eheapei than 
■neat and were supplied in abundance. These, 
ol necessity, were a luxury In a rapidly moving 
survey camp, however. 

Cook* as a rule were older men. As a com 
penaation for their long hours, seven days a 
week, they generallywould keep w'arm and dry 
and there were periods while Ihe men were 
out at work when they could relax, letting the 
eookee lake care of routine. At aueh limes, 
especially in the evenings, they could indulge 
their love ol talk and they usually had many 
stories to tell. Life for them knew advrntures 
ft-r beyond the baking of bread and boiling of 
beans. . 

I always considered a sit-down table worth 
(he trouble and devised one that could tie set 
up rapidly, summer or winter ... a cribwork 


with logs for seats and poles on which Ihe 
table (op a atrip ol canvas with laths turk.-d 
on one inch apart-was unrolled. Only this 
was carried It was easier for the rook lo 
serve and for Ihe men. more comfortable. 
There art hundreds of these sit-down sites 
scattered about Ihe north marking our camp 
ing plaees. 

A sclteme adopted on Ihe survey of lit* 
Mackenzie, made ramp life simple lor the rook. 
Work was carried on by canoe hilt camp was 
in a Wfoot scow in which ihe cook was set 
up and moved dally 10 miles The men started 
and ended al camp and thr cook had all day, 
drifting downstream, to prepare his meals. 

Surveys In Ihe norlh are different today. 
Five simple food ol yesli-rday would nol lie 
arteplcd. Camps would now he marked by a 
midden heap of tins. Airplanes supply fresh 
meat and vegetables. , 

Cooks are different, loo. One wondeys if 
the cook and Ihe party are as contented as in 
tlie days when real sawbrliy pork, added to 
the beans, supplied hardworking men wilh a 
ratisfaelory meal and when the cook rouid Irlt 
ol adventures in which he had been a hero 
and when men were men.

JINX 

STEEL

.4 nrir cantilever bridge rott¬ 
ing orer $2,500.000 spans the 
Peace River at Mile 35 on the 
Alaska Highway, it teas built by 
the department of national de¬ 
fence to replace the suspension 
britlge which collapsed in 1957. 

It is a sturdy structure 2,336 fret long 
and 35 fret wide, carefully designed to 
withstand heavy loads and severe clima¬ 
tic conditions. It will undoubtedly serve 
the Peace River district well but it will 



never hoid the place in the affections of 
the aid-timers that ha predecessor dkf. 
However, while they may not admire it 
as much, neither will they worry about 
it so much. 

A stranger !ravening ihe Alaska Highway 
before the autumn of 1957 might have been 
quite shocked if be had complimented a local 
resident on the grace and beauty af tbe "Dul¬ 
ler),'* ai the suspension bridge was unofficially 
named. He would probably have bad an answer 
something like this: 

"Yea, it's a nice looking bridge all right 
Just hope it lasts another year or two. That 
Jinxed steel tea t going te stay up there for¬ 
ever.” -t: 

Now. the average person doesn't look at 
a magnificent ateel suspension bridge 2,000 
feet long, bnbedded in nxk at both ends, and 
supported by fwe gigantic pirn in the middle 
and wonder whether or net h will soon fall 
dawn The people around Fart 9t John and 
Tb\ lor, however, believed that they had good 
rsaaoa for their peaalmlana. They knew the 


type of rock formation in which this budge 
was anchored. They also knew Ihe bikigr'a 
reputation It was known as the Jinxed btklge. 
If had fallen down before, nearly 1.000 miles 
sway in another country. Incredible, but true! 


TIM BHIDCF had once stood in Wash¬ 
ington state. It had spanned Puget Sound 
between Tacoma. Wash., and the Olympic Pew 
insula. This was tbe infamous Tacoma Nar¬ 
rows Bridge whose collapee evade headlines 
across the continent in November. 19*0 

The story of the Tacoma Bridge mils pee 
has fascinated engineers the world over. Ac 
enrdtng to bH knowledge available at the time 
Tt was built - the late 30a— it was roriect.y 
designed and well constructed and should 
have stood for generations But. shoitly after 
It was completed, people crossing it when a 
wind was blowing were aware of a siighi up 
and down motion. As the wind velocity in¬ 
creased, the motion increased, until driving 
across it na e m te e d riding a roller coaster. 



THE BRIDGE waa dosed and piigiaang 
went over their calcuiaUona. The steel should 
he heavy enough; tbe bridge should be strung 
enough lo, stand "the added strain of this caw 
lion. Riding over the Tacoma Kanows Bi rigs 
became a favorite Sunday pastime. Uaig 
residents loojt their eut-of tow n guests lo see 
the city's oddity. 

This went on for months. 

Then, one day, whew a 43-railean hour gale 
was blow'ng, an alert sheer) er noticed a 
change. A slight sideways, twisting motiaw 
had begun This motion increased rapidly 
As odc side of the roadway went up. ihd 
other side came down. The old roller cuaxlag 
motion continued. The sup{)bsedly solid atarf 
b ridg e writhed for sa hour. Lamp posts brahw 
Portions of roadway fell oft Suspender tablet 
snapped like thread. Then, with a > ending 
crash. Ihe bridge tore Itself apart and its state 
plunged d-ep into tbe Thcoma Narrows. 

Years later, when new engineering advanced 
were made, it area realized that the steel hat 
been heavy enough to bear the load it hat 
to carry, but that no allowance had been miH 
for motion and that this was necessary in sutfc 
a long suspension bridge Its mein span hag 
been 2.800 feet long, making it ti p thud long¬ 
est In the world. 

The Ill-fated Taceraa Bridge was l*heiinu*|y 
dismantled and the undamaged steel wag 
stored. 



THE I MTTii STATES entered the way 
the following year and In IM3 American A rmf 
engineers started the building of the Alaska 
Highway from Mile 0 at Dawson Creek. Tbg 
first major obstacle was tbe crossing of tbg 
Peace River A bridge would have to be h Bt 
and top-quality steel would be needed. Thg 
mighty Peace was not to be trifled with. 

Even for the American Army, with tag 
priority for the materials needed for lbs 
building of the highwayT” obtaining enough 
structural steel and cables to build a 2 . 00 ufo«d 
bridge in wartime would not be easy, 1 
someone thought of the steel sloird al fs 
coma. Within weeks the Peace River wag 
being spanned. 

No one was quite satisfied with the took 
Inga. The bridge was anchored in shale and 
although shale looks like rock, it tuins to flag 
In time Never mind! This was wattlme. If m 
Ihe bridge lasted until the end of the war R 
would have served Its main purpose. Thera 
was no time to build a more elaborate 
foundation. 

The bridge was completed and stood for M 
years. Every spring when the thaw had 
p assed , the local people breathed a sigh of re

It Is thought to have been either 
phenomenal good luck or that 
there must have been large num- 
bers of the crustaceans In the area. 
None has been recorded captured

Trapping of a lobster outside the 
lagoon indicates the second feas¬ 
ible explanation lor their disap¬ 
pearance: a mass migration into 
False Bay and from there Into 
Georgia Strait Once in such a 
large body of water, the creatures 
could be so'widely separated as to 
make mating almost impossible 

The possibility of poaching ia 
ruled out by the inaceeaslbUlty of 
Laaquett Island to the general pub¬ 
lic and the fact that the only resi¬ 
dent of the lagoon. M. P. Brydon. 
was an emplovee ot B.C. Packers 
and responsible lor the care and 
safekeeping of the lobster* He not 
only kept statistics, but experi¬ 
mented with feed and conducted all 
trapping operations. 

AT THE TIME of the experi¬ 
ment. no divers were available and 
any observations of the lagoon 
must have been made from bottom 
samples and by noting shore fea¬ 
ture* As this method leuves much 
to be desired.

I can just see her hustling around in a heavenly 
kitchen stirring up layer cakes or making doughnuts for the angels. 


GRANDMA'S DOUGHNUTS WERE PERFECT 




If I live to he 100 I'll never forget 
Grandma * cooking. Layer cakes, high as 
a hill and light as a cloud . . . instead of 
Icing in between and on top there was 
yellow cream, whipped stiff and sweetened 
with shaved maple sugar. Grandma never 
made one cake at a time or a small batch 
of anything. A very ku-ge stone crock 
was always filled to the brim when she 
made doughnuts. I can't remember ever 
hearing the word calorie . . . people 
worked hard and ate heartily. 

Las) week we talked about low calorie food 
Today our recipes are for people who have no 
weight protgem*. We are going to atart olf 
with doughnuts. Not Grandmother'* recipe. for 
ahe never used on* . . . she measured flour 
out of a barrel by handful*-and sugar the same. 
This is a Wilson" recipe which has been a great 
favorite in our houtehold for year*. This recipe 
sacrifices the hole In the centre for the good of 
speed These are not rolled out and cut with 
a cutter but small balls of dough are dropped 
Into hot fat . . . You can make enough for 
tea almost while the kettle boils. 

Quick doaghautB . .. three cups sifted aU- 
purpoxe flour. Inui teaspoons doubleacting bak¬ 
ing powder, one teaspoon salt, three-quarters 
cup sugar, one quarter teaspoon nutmeg, half 
a teaspoon cinnamon, two eggs well beaten, one 
teaspoon vanilla, four tablespoons melted short¬ 
ening and enough milk to make a fairly stiff 
dough. 

Sift do ingredients together. Combine egga. 
milk and vanilla. Add the liquid to the dry in- 
giedients. Add melted shortening. (You can 
use salad oil.) Mix Just lo moisten dry ingre 
dienis thoroughly If you have a candy and 
fat thermometer the fat. for frying should be 
heated to about 370' F or until an Inch rube 
of day-okl bread browns In SO seconds. One 
ol these thermometers only costa about a 
dollar and it certainly la a good Investment. It 
Is difficult to maintain a given temperature 
without one If the fat is exactly the right 
temperature lor doughnuts hardly any of the 
fat will be absorbed into the dough. 

THKNK HONnram. little balls of good¬ 
ness are so easily madr that 1 make up the 
whole recipe but cook them only as I need 
them. Ol course, they ate more delicious ab¬ 
solutely fresh. 1 keep the surplus dough In a 
wide mouth, covered ronMdner In the refrigera¬ 
tor. It will keep for a couple of weeks 1 have 
a small saucepan which takes a pound of lard 
nicely; I can fry srven or eight balls at a time 
In It. Dip a teaspoon in the hot fat, then take 
a teaspoon of the dough and push off into the 
hot (at with another spoon If use a clean 
linger!. Try one first to make sure the dough 
Is of the right consistency. Sometimes 1 call 
I hose "lolllrs" because when the underside is * 
cooked they will roll over In the hot fat of 
their own accord Drain on a paper towel, then 
toss in a paper bag with sifted Mng sugar. 
Cool on rooking rack These are real Jiffy, 
doughnuts and not a scrap of flavor i* sacri¬ 
ficed to this quickie method. 

Raised doughnuts, made with yeast are 
also delirious but not quite wo rich. If you 
have children or high-schoolers In the family 
you might tT> these. 

Raised Orange Doughnuts . , . Ihreequar- 
ters cup milk, one-half cup while sugar, threa 
tablespoons shortening, three quarter* teaspoon 
salt one half cup lukewarm water, one teaspoon 
white sugar, one package yeast, two well- 
beaten eggs, one tablespoon grated orange rind, 
about fourand-a half cups sifted all purpoae

flour. Scald milk, stir In the half cup sugar, 
shortening and salt. Meantime, measure luke¬ 
warm water into a bowl and stir In the tea¬ 
spoon of sugar. Sprinkle In Ihe yeast Let stand 
10 minutes, then «tlr well. Sflr in lukewarm 
milk mixture, well-beaten eggs, orange rind 
and two-and-a-half cups of the flour. Beat until 
smooth and elastic. Stir iii enough more of the 
flour to make a soft doujrh tabout two cupel. 
Turn out on floured board and knead until 
smooth. Place In a greased bowl, grease the 
top, cover. Let rise In a warm place, free 
from draft, until double in bulk . . . about one- 
snda quarter hour*. Pumh down dough. Turn 
out O lightly floured board and sha|>e into a 
smooth ball. Roll out to a scant one half inch 
thickness and cut Iwth a floured doughnut 
cutter. Place rings on lightly-floured cookie 
sheets. Cover with a tea towel. Let rise In a 
warm place until double in bulk. 

When nice and light cook a few at a time 
In fat which has been heated to 37S' F. Cook 
doughnut* until golden, turning once. Drain on 
paper towri or crumpled absorbent paper, then 
shake in a paper bag holding a mixture of 
Ihriequaiteis cup granulated sugar mixed with 
threequaiteri teajpoon cinnamon. You will be 
a pretty popular Mom If you have iheae wait¬ 
ing when the children come rushing home from 
school -laiuting. "I'm starved"

GRANDMA'S MEAI. planning and cooking 
depended on events in the barnyard . . . when 
a raw freshened, cream accumulated In great 
flat |*ns in Ihe milk-house waiting lo be churn¬ 
ed into butter. When butter was plentiful 
Grandma made rich cookies and her famous 
pound cake. 

When pullets started lay ing . . . eggs be- 
rame plentiful, then angel food cake and cus¬ 
tard Pies were everyday fare. 

When the hens stopped laying . . . fricas¬ 
seed chicken and chicken pot pie figured large 
on the menu. Bountiful was the word for food 
at Grandma's, but when Grandpa butchered a 
pig . . . then living was really high In .the old 
white farmhouse.

At the first sign 
of colder weather their natural Instinct is to 
hibernate, so they stop eating. If, aftei that, 
they are disturbed or get warm, they become 
partially active, but still won't eat. So they 
starve to death. The only solution, according 
to John, Is If they are kept indoors to keep 
them warm. If they don't start to hibernate 
they will continue to eat. Once they start It 
Is very difficult. If not impossible, to bring 
them back.

cost." and “1 int:" in a piay 
catalogue am, perhaps more 
Often than not. a welcome 
light to harassed director or 
. producers of community 
drama R* i n % Interpreted, 
they simply imply tht;t this 
particular theatrical vehicle is 
performed in modern costume 
and requires but’a single in¬ 
ferior setting. This, in turn, 
promises much less scene con¬ 
struction. painting and chang¬ 
ing and a lot of less scroung¬ 
ing for period or national cos¬ 
tumes 

Neverthles*. there are some who 
look upon "mod. cost." and "1 Int." 
with disfavor because designing, 
constructing, decorating, manufac¬ 
turing and procuring sets, ct 
turn# and properties are their 
ehiel delights.

And a fortnight 
later ahe was stunned to receive a flat and 
unconditional refusal no reason mentioned - 
from the recruiting centre. They would have 
■one of her. 

She waa furious. ShJ stewed and fretted 
and cursed, and finally came to the decision 
that a good offloer-to-be would not take no for 
an answer. So when she read in an evening 
paper that the women whose applications had 
been accepted were to be inducted with the reg¬ 
ular army routine the following morning, start¬ 
ing al 8 o’clock, she made up herpnlnd that she 
would be there with the rest. She got up at 5 
a m. and took the bus across the bay so ss not 
fo be embarrassed with rar parking. And she 
arrived at the recruiting centre at 7 30 a.m.. to 
be informed by an all night elevator attendant 
that no one had yet. of course, arrived at the 
upstairs office, and he had no idea where the 
Inductions were to take place. However, said 
he. he would take her to ihe office, and she 
could wait. 


SHE DID BETTER lhan that Frantically 
wondering how bn earth she <ould find out 
where the women were supposed to meet, she 
locked the office door and searched It. She ran¬ 
sacked the place. She opened every drawer and 
filing cabinet there, and finally found a list. 
"Names of Women Summoned to Appear at 
the Civic Centre. San Francisco, at 8 a.m. . . ." 
with the current date. She put It back . . . but 
not before she had sat down at a typewriter, 
and added her own.name In the correct alpha, 
betical section. Then, prudently Ignoring the 
elevator, she dashed down the stairs to the 
•tree!. 

Now the recruiting centre was at the foot 
of Market Street, close to the Ferry Building. 
And those who know their San Francisco know 
that the Civic Centre is Just off Market Street, 
but at the other end. and that it's a long way! 
There are four lines of street cars, or were 
then, and usually dozens of them coming along 
every minute, but at that particular instant 
there wasn’t one in sight. And It waa 12 min¬ 
utes to 8.

He not only couM. but did 1 don’t know 
whether this constitutes a record for ool(chart 
eating, but if it doesn't, it certainly should. 

At one time, wines and liquors were told 
along with the groceries but a law must have, 
been passed saying they had to he sold sep 
aratelv My father built a glass partition down 
one aide of the store and kept the wines and 
liquors in there. This section had Its own door 
inside the main door, but this door was always 
open so I don't know Just exactly wjiat high 
mural purpose was being served. 

The principal liquor Importers In Victoria 
were Plther and Lriser and their warehouse 
was near the old post oflice. Their big sign 
could be seen from many places including the 
back w indows of Angus Campbell and Co. My 
aunt Mr*. OGus Gowen. was part of the "Co.” 
and worked In the ladies' ready-to-wear de 
partment for many years. These back windows ' 
overlooked a vacant lot where derelict stage 
coaches and Barnards' express wagons slowly 
disintegrated over the yeara. 

Fit her and Leiser had started In business In 
Courtenay then moved to Ladysmith and finally 
settled in Victoria. They were respected mem¬ 
bers of the Jewish community in Victoria which 
had Its synagogue on Blamhard Street. The 
Jews had their own cemetery at the top of what 
used to be called the Jewish Cemetery Hill and 
Is now the beginnings of Cedar Hill Road.

She had five sons, 
each one of whom grew to be an Inch taller 
than his elder brother. The eldest was Uve feet 

II inches and tbe youngest six-foot-four. My 
older brothers played with them all tha. time. 

Another Victoria man had a Chinese wife. 
One of their sons played with the local base¬ 
ball team and a daughter taught school. There 
was some prejudice, of course, and the daughter 
thought she'd get away from it w hen she went 
to the remote Upper Country to leach. But the 
man who drove the stage cuach from 10g Mile 
to 150 Mile House was the same man wha had 
driven them back to the betel the night the 
family arrived la Victerta from China.

Jew* and Centileo mixed freely together 
and the Leisers were no exception. 

Simon Leiser dearly loved a Joke and was 
always ready tor a laugh. My brother, Fred, 
attended the Methodist Sunday School and he 
waa always ready with an answer even if it 
was the wrong one. The teacher had asked at 
whoae house Jesus had stayed on the night 
before the Passover Feast. 

"At Simon Lelser'a," wax Fred's immediate 
answer. Mr. Leiser laughed even more than 
usual when he was lold the story. 

The house next door to us was built by Mr. 
Jeffrey, the grandfather of the Jeffrey Cunn¬ 
ingham who was for years principal of Box*' 
Central School. Mr. and Mia. Luke Either 
bought it from them and wrre our neighbor» 
for many years. Tbe Pithers had no childien of 
their own. but had adopted a daughter, Ruth. 
Perhapa because she had no children ol her 
own, Mrs. Pither played fairy godmother to a 
number of Victoria children, giving most 
bountiful gifts at Christmas. She would give a 
diamond ring to any child who was named after 
her—Madge. When a daughter was born to my 
mother ahe compromised with Marjorie—who 
never did get the ring! 

The Pithers had one of the first satomobiles 
in Victoria — a little one-sealer that chugged 
and banged along at about 15 miles an hour. I 
thought I waa -the most important child in 
Victoria the first time I weat for a ride around 
Beacon Hill Park in it. 

Their next car waa larger—a txxaxrsler 
McLaughlin. But the third was the most im¬ 
pressive of all—a Pierce-Arrow with a uni¬ 
formed chauffeur to drive It. 

The Pithers had no driveway in their yard 


so when they got a car they asked pcrmU«ioa 
to aaa ours. Their lot was as big-as ours hut 
they would have had to cut down t>xo huge 
horse chestnut trees and a holly tree in mdrr 
to make room for a driveway and they didn't 
want to do that. 

Few years we were on friendly teims « th 
the Pithers, and then all of a sudden 1 was 
told I wasn’t to go over there any mme. No 
explanation was given and I refused tit believe 
that my fairy godmother had Ceased to exist. 
When Christmas came 1 Insisted on buying 
Mrs. Pither a present and took In ovei on 
Chriatmas morning. Ruth met me at the hack 
door, said. "Thank you and a Merry Christmas.", 
But no gift laden family came over to our house. 1 

But In spite of this ridiculous Tend, which 
grew out of a misunderstanding. Mr. Pither 
continued to use our driveway. And 1 don't 
suppose it even occurred to my lather to ask 
him either to slop using it or to pay for it. 

It was my brother. Fred, back from army 
training, who discovered the tragedy in Die 
house next door 

Mrs. Pither’s favorite place to sit was in an 
upstairs room that overlooked out barkxaid. 

One day he had noticed Mrs. Pither sitting 
In her favorite window but had paid no par¬ 
ticular attention The next morning he noiin-d 
that she was still sitting there In exactly the 
same position. 

Fred went over to the house and knocked 
and rang but no one answered. He managed to 
pry a window open and went upstairs VIIX

Urf. There had been no Uide yet They would 
be able to go up the highway for another 
season. The bridge was no longer Just a Hnk 
In a road built to enable the American Army 
to haul war supplies to Alaska. OH had been 
discovered In the Peace River area. A giant 
natural gas plant had been constructed at 
Taylor Flats on the north bank of tbe river. 
The age of the Northland had arrived. New 
settlers arrived In droves. Day and night, cars 
and trucks pounded up the highway and over 
the Peace River Bridge. 

This was no longer wilderness country.

illiynHIIJ:. engineers started to draft 
plans for a new Peace River crossing. Thia 
structure waa to be designed *o that every 
difficulty presented by Its site woukl be over¬ 
come. This time, no effort woukl be too great 
•o ensure that a permanent bridge over the 
Peace would exist for many generations. It 
was decided that the old suspension bridge 
had been built at the best crossing point but 
that this time the northern span must Jump 
compleely over the dangerous slide area 

The result of this planning is a massive 


six spgn cantilever structure resting on f.ve 
piers and two end abutments. All lootings 
extend 30 feet below the bottom of the river 
and are rut at least 10 feet Into the hard shale. 
All piers are supported on steel piles. Thei* 
are from 96 to 106 piles Imbedded in eoncieta 
under each pier. 

Only Ihe southern anchor Wor k of the old 
bridge, raised and lengthened, is Included in 
the new structure. 

The deck of the new bridge is open meh 
steel to permit snow and water to drop through. 
The designers and builders have done their 
work well No one is worried shout the pos¬ 
sibility of another calamity here 

Traveller* on Ihe Alaska Highway will 
never again be delighted by the sight of the 
graceful Duffen Bridge. Its airy deck floating 
from slim tower to slim tower. Instead they 
will become familiar with- the sight of the 
earthbound. dependable New Pca«c River 
Bi idge humping ponrlerouily from pier to pier 
like a giant steel caterpillar. No one will tell

In tact, the focal point 
of the story, although Ihe aulhor 
has elected to personify it In two 
of hi* characters - the aforesaid 
Ng. a coot, callous Communist, and 
Candace, the blonde, beautiful si*' 
ter in law of the British adminis¬ 
trator.

Jungle romance What the story In 
fan turns Into is a contest of wills 
and Ideologies. 

This larger Issue becomes ap- 
parrnt every so often, but for the 
most part the author keeps his 
camera eye on hi* two key charac¬ 
ters and those around them. Keon 
knows his Malaya. His account of 
the hll-and-run raiding of settle- 
merds by Jungle-based guerrillas 
reminded me of the Mau Mau re¬ 
bellion In Kenya. Both uprisings 
were bloody and barbarous, and 
both failed. 

The Jungle scenes, for all their 
lustiness, are highly evocative. To 
save hi* narrative from drowning 
In its color, Mr. Keon breaks up 
thr rhythm of his prose with sen¬ 
tences ss pointed as darts A para 
graph taken at random has .several 


three-w ord sentences, and even the 
minimal. “Dawn c*me ¬ 
lt you can accustom yourself to 
such seesaw prose, to vegetation 
you never heard of before l the 
durian tree, the chengkal Ireei, to 
names that have to be breathed 
through the nostrils, and to back 
drops more exotic than anything 
Hollywood ever dreamed up. you'll 
enjoy this offbeat adventure.

Algiers 
and Oran are French cities, and the oil of the 
Sahara was found and developed by the French, 
ft is ‘his which underlies the Algerian struggle, 
and. argues Aron, as long as the Algerian 
problem remains unsolved. France will remain 
in a state of "half revolutionary crisis" with¬ 
out an accepted regime. “Every thing depends 
on one man. alone and solitary, and no one 
knows If even this man. In spite of his unique 
prestige. Is able to impose a policy of peace 
upon the French Army." 

M. Aron closes his cogent survey with a 
comment on the United States which mav come 
home lo roost In the HOa. Although Western 
Europe looks on the US. as leader of the Free 
World, ne declares, ll is no longer economicsIIv 
dependent on the VS., and 'will demand a 
more active role and greater autonomy" In the 
future. Recent events have probably intensified 
this determination.

Children 

- This ronpuikinile booh from 
"the King" of IV King and I Is 
an impressive, if impressionistic 
survey of the world's 13 millioa 
refugees, whose careers begaa 
with bombs and guns, and whose 
lives, suffered from Tunisia ta 
Tibet, embrace a "continuing tied.' 

As a special consultant to tho 
United Nations Commissioner lor 
Refugees. Mr. Brynner was as¬ 
signed In I960 to visit these camps, 
scattered like "human return 
heaps" across the world. 

HU conclusion: we must bring 
forth the children from these pits 
of debasement and disease because, 
as tomorrow's sdults. the children

win help make our world, and be¬ 
cause, unlike many of their em¬ 
bittered fathers, they remain 
capable of readjustment.

Brynner reminds us. that In 19341 
Hungarians wno had languished in v 
Austrian camps since 1945 re 
turned home in order to “escape" 
to the West and to avail them¬ 
selves of the free world's sudden 
access of cold war charity. 


What can we do? 

"If.” asserts Brynner. "every¬ 
body would give me filly cenls lor 
each child of his or her own . . . 
1 could close practically every 
camp In Europe " 

After all. he suggest*, we aro 
responsible for the liullow men, 
old at 46, for the 18 unielaied 
people who crowd into a -ingle 
Near East room, fur the lonely 
v. ho huddle around thrjr rook 
stoves for warmth. 

Possible solutions, in .iddifioa 
to fifty cents? CAHE certainty, 
says Brynner; CARE and lepsina- 
lion. and emigration and integrw 


lion In the country ol asylum, and 
more compassionate immigraima 
laws. And perhaps too we might 
note that immigration frequently 
involves a certain reciprocity as 
In the case of refuge*- flhert 
Einstein.

IT N i lamentable fact that only under the 
stress of war will nations make progressive 
movrs.over which they vacillate in the balmier 
clime of peace. This occurs most often ia areas 
where logic collide* with tradition. A good 
example was Winston Churrhill's wartime otter 
to Join Britain with France In a single unit if 
the French would ’not capitulate to Hitler. 
Slroe the French laid down their arms, nothing 
more was ever heard of If; but if the offer had 
been accepted, it might have transformed the 
political face of Europe. 

Another such proposal Is the plan to link 
the fortunes of the United States and Britain 
In Some wider political union. In 1943. when 
the bombs uVne raining In Britain. Churchill 
expressed himself on this also. “The happiness 
of future generations.” he said, "depends on 
the fraternal association of Great Britain and 
the Unioad Slates without prejudice to the 
larger world structure that will be erected to 
secure the peace and fieedom of mankind." 

We now have this larger world structure In 
the shape of the United Nations, but Churohdl'i 
miginal plea remains as cogent today as It did 
when first uttered. Indeed, It seems to some 
ta after the soundest hope of winning the cold 
war In I lie difficult decade ahead. Mr. Allen.

The Federation Itself would embrace be¬ 
tween 400 and 500 million people, depending on

put Into jail for contempt of court, 
which pleased Robson well enough, 
lor like any good politician, he 
had a bit of a martyr complex. In 
hia Jail cell he wrote long pieces 
to his nespaper. entitled “A voice 
11 ora the Dungeon.” After a few 
days he tired of his martyrdom, 
ajiologUed to Begbie. was released. 
Then he proceeded to leud witn 
Begbie. but was never able to have 
him removed from office. 

In 1892. when Robson was 
pulhng political strings to gel into 
tbe Senate, he went to London on 
government business. He caught a 
finger in the door of a hansom 
cab. Mood poisoning set in and in 
a few days he was dead. 

Hr have had two brothers In 
our history as premiers — Alex¬ 
ander Edmund Batson Davie and 
Theodore Davie A. E. B Davie 
died in office in- 1889 Theodore 
Davie was premier nearly three 
years, when, In 3!arch of 1895. he 
inslgned lo become Chief Justice 
of the province. 

Joseph Martin is down in our 
history as the piemier of the short- 
est term three and a half months. 
In 1900 

Mr Bennett msy have rmatbd 
crisis and uproar, but nothing com- 
paied to Marlin. It was while he 
was premier that the members of 
the House turned their barks on 
Lieutenant-Governor T R Melnnes 
aod stormed out of the chamber, 
shouting “We are the peuple.i 

Sir Richard McBride, so far. is 
the longest -term premier — 12. 
'ears, from I9li3 to 1915. He was 
tile first Conservative premier of 
this province. He won election 
after election after election, to the 
tiustratton of the IJherals He was 
a great figure handsome, with a 
shock of snowwhite hair, full of 
personality and charm, generosity 
and warmth. He could make a 
lighting election speech (or two 
hou[s. and then dance into the 


dawn to the tune of the fiddlers la 
a country crossroads hall. 

Knowing that all good things 
must come to an end. seeing the 
political handwriting on the wall. 
McBride had hia government ap¬ 
point him B.C. agent general in 
London. Off he went to the 
plaudits of all British Columbia, 
lor there had never been such a 
hero premier before, or since In 
London he died. In 1917, when he 
was 4*i He packed moie Into those 
comparatively few years than do 
moat men in 75. 

McBride left William John 
Bowser as premier. Bui ihe Con 
cervatives’ time was up. as Mc¬ 
Bride knew. Bowser lasted less 
than a year He and hia Conserva¬ 
tives were soundly trounced by the 
IJberals * 

II was the first Liberal victory 
m B.C. history: Harlan Carey 
Brewster has his place In record 
as the first Ubeial premier of BC 
He was in office, however, less 
than two years, when he died 

Then came John Oliver, one of 
the great political figures of more 
recent times He was In office 
until August of 1927, wlien he 
died 

Dr J. D Mac-Lean look over. 
He had been Oliver’s minister of 
education Bui the Liberals' time 
was up alter 12 years, and out 
went Marl-ran and his parly in 
1928 

Vlrtor that year was Dr Simon 
Fraser Tolmie. a Conservative, 
who had been minister of agricul¬ 
ture at Ottawa. 

Hard times came upon the 
Tolmle government, as they did on 
everyone else. In I9M the govern¬ 
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
